What his life 
bas bben, it has been, and it cannot 
be changed by all we umy now say 
about lU The various opinions, enter- 
talnod by us about his life will dif- 
fer, tbe one from the other. Ail this, 
however, oaa have no effect on the 
ilia ot Andrew Bsnnett. Tbe seoreU 
- oC his life we cannot know. It is well, 
however, that we study such a life. 

Andrew Bennett had his limlUUoos 
and faults, and yet; although he has 
lived 'ii this community for more tiian 
a half century, and while his neign- 
bors with whom I have talked, are 
Uberal in thelir words of pralee, none 
bare told me of his faults, in so far 
as I can learn, few. If any of you, have 
Uvei Uv« elsaner and sweeter than 
bis. How very caaUous, then we 
should be about questioning the life 
of this man! 

There is, lii Itiis world, a great var- 
iety of pet>ple aiid the various ideals 
about the true life are many. Some 
how or other, within the very nako- 
up of man, there nas ever been some- 
thing which has caused him to query 
about the right acd tbe wrong, and for 
some strange reason mankind bas 
been left to And out the right and tbe 
wrong tor self. This has thrown man 
into a constant struggle, which has 
lasted througout his existence and 
.which, today, is by no means ended, 
nus something, which urges man to 
find out tbe right and to tr^to do the 
right, may be called a religious senU- 
ment. This religious sentiment, I be- 
lieve, has been a part of the make up 
of every human being, no matter what 
the race or clime. 

With unequal degree attained, and 
under different circumatanoes, we 
iad all nations are evolving into 
■ometblng better. This process of 
evolution Is slow but sure. So exaot- 
ing Is it that at times, because of our 
Inability to understand iU worktnci. 
It seems, to us, to be nothing less 
tban destrmstion. 

In tbe history of the past, we rtnd 
that governments were set up only 
to run their timely race. Prom this 
we should learn, that tbe founders of 
those corenunenU, buUded only the 
best they knew, and that the gradual 
progress of evolution Into something 
better, requires the giving way of 
those institutions for better things.

But t»day, we have 
evary reason to knoir that sooh a be- 
lief was wrong. Wo have sofflcleot rea- 
-son for our belief, that an infallible 
KUiUe lo iiiir coiiduct, has never yet 
been glM-ii to tuau. Psychology and 
experience teach iliat the conscience 
is not a correct guide. They teach 
us that while the conscience prompts 
us to do the right, aa It is given us to 
see the right, and that wh^e it sUngs 
us for having done what we believe 
to be wrong, it; flis oonscl^ce, nevt» 
tells us what Is right and wnai is 
wrong. 

So all history of religious teachings 
goes to show, that while a true reli- 
gious sentiment urges us to do the 
right.

There has ever been an effort to 
divorce religion and morals. I know 
of no way to divorce them. I be- 
lieve that good religion and good mor- 
als are ooostarparts and that tb6 one 
doea not exist Without the other. Is It 
not different for me to divorce reli- 
gion and morals from many of tbe 
theologies which have been taught. 

Theology blackened the pages of 
our history with witchcraft Religion 
and morals, have been struggling ever 
since, to redeem us from such a dis- 
grace. Theology and its advocates 
upheld and supported slavery- The 
religious and moral sentiment wiped 
out the direful institution, in spite of 
theologies' influence. 

And so it haa been. The theologies 
of the world, tor the moot part have 
ever been a lormulated statement of 
man's blunders. Those blunders 
wouid have been fastened upon us, 
had it not been tor those noble char- 
acters, who, like Andrew Bennett, hav- 
ing the courage to live and act their 
oonvlctiOBa, have moved out from un- 
der those blunders and carried, with 
them, tbe world. 

Theology has ever been inaonols- 
ent Not long since the socalled fed- 
eration of churches excluded, from its 
membership, EMward Evert Hale, and 
bis two associates. In so doing the 
spokesmen, of that federation, were 
careful to Inform the people that these 
gentlemen were exe.udi^' because 
they did not acc^ the socalled or- 
thodox theology. And then those gen- 
Uemen went on to say. tbey said, each 
of those raiected men represented the 
highest type of manhood.

After the consideration of all these 
things, can you wonder that Andrew 
Bennett %DUld live in this commun- 
ity, honored and respected by bis fam- 
ily ^d neighbors? Can you wonder 
that he could bear the name of an 
honeet man? Can you woadar that 
he could ^ve a heart, raapooaiva to 
all oharitlea' callsT Can yon wonder 
that be could be an all round good cit- 
izen, a kind husband aiM an indul> 
gent father and yet not accept tbe 
ixed theological teachings? 

Bennett did not live a 
or careless lite. Right 
livinc was with him a favorite exper- 
ience. His conviction were the result 
of his reading, bis thought and his ex- 
perience. He not only talked of his 
convicUons, but he lived them. As 
Andrew Bennett traveled his course 
up and down this earth, though moved 
not by a hope of future reward or 
an endless hell, he was ever able to 
stand erect, look tne world in the face, 
and none could say of him, other, 
than that he Is an honest man. When 
Andrew Ben net did the right it was 
for the sake ot doing tbe right 

Andrew Bennett and I did not al- 
ways agree when we Ulked, but, 
though differing from me, he would 
show such a profound respect fur my 
opinions that I was ever compelled to 
respect his opinions. 1 admire the 
man, not only because of his acute 
moral sense, but. as well, because of 
his high sense of Justice.
